RICHMOND DEATH
RATE IMPROVING

Notwithstanding Excessive Heat
Mortality Roll Is Better

Than Last Year.

THE TYPHOID SITUATION

River Water Cleared by Alum
Superior to Product

from Spring.
In a httllotln Issued yesterday the

Clty Board of Health glves carefully
prcpared instructlohs for prevontlnc
tho spread of. typhold fever, and at tiu
same time Instructs famlllcs unable tc
purohaso fllters or to uso bottled wator
how to clear thelr drinking water, 'both
as a matter of health ancl comfort.
From the tables given In tho bullc-

tln It is shown that there were .10
denths ln Rlchmond durlng July (11,1
white and 106 colored), of whlch !)
wore among non-resldents, leavlng 21C
cleaths among resldents of Richmond.
Calculatecl to annual rates per 1.00C
inhiibitants, tho death rate among thc
entlro populatlon was 22.66 wlth non-
resldents Included, and 21.73 with non-
resldents oxcluded. For the whltes thc
rato was IS. 18 wlth non-resldents In¬
cluded. ancl 17.S3 wlth non-resldentf
excltuled. The colored rate was 29.8"
with non-resldents included, and 28.lf
wltli non-resldents excludeel.
The totul number of deaths ln July

wns 21 less than In June and 37 less
than In July. 1007. There were 33
cleaths from diarrhea and enterltls un¬
der two years thls July, agalnst 14
last July, and 4 deaths from diarrhea
and enteritis over two yeara, against
15 ln July, 1907. Typhold fever was
responslblo for 6 deaths (one of which
was a case brought hero for treatment)
agalnst 6 last year, but only 1 death
wns attrlbuted to malarla against S
last year.
There were 237 blrths reported dur¬

lng July, of whlch 157 were whlto and
80 were colored. This was at an an¬
nual rate of 24.53 for the entire popu¬latlon.25.66 for white and 22.54 for tho
colored populatlon.

Thc Typhold Situntlon.
The builotln goes on to say:"Typhoid fever ls always tho chlef

source of anxlety durlng July. Augustnnd September. Durlng July thero
wero reported to the department 72
cases of thls disease ngainst 81 durlngJuly, 1907, and the month ended wlth
5 cases on hand.
"Tha invcstlgatlon of nll renorted

cases by the medlcal lnspeetor showa
that, as Is usual at thls tlmo of tho
year. no slngle cause it, responslblo for
the cases. There has boer. no roason
slnce January to attrlbute any of tho
cases to the public water supply, nor
have any of the cases been due to mllk.
The factors whlch are apparently re-
sponslble are (1) tho large number of
dry closets still in Rlchmond, (2) the
number of wells stlll In uso in sectlons
whlch cannot get clty water, (3) tho
geneCal prevalence of the disease ln
tho country around Richmond eaelding
dlrectly to the prevalence of the dis¬
ease by the cases brought here for
treatment. and to the number of death*
by those whlch termlnate fatally; and
Indlrectly by furnishlng addltlonal fool
of lnfectlon), and (4) the presenee of
'typhoid carriers.' those cases which
harbor the typhoid bacillus in their
bodies, although thomselves apparent¬
ly well, and Infect others by their care-
less hablts.
"The medlcal lnspeetor flnds manv

householels ln whlch the dlrectlons Of
the health department are not follow¬
ed with the degree of care demanded
in order to prevent the spread of the
disease.

Pure Drinking Wnler.
"Although there has been nothlng to

Indlcate that James Rlver water has
been responslblo for nny of the typholdfever thls summer, still Its most un-
slghtly appearanee renders it scarcely
flt for drinking purposes durlng periods
of turbiclity such as we have every
summer. It is the part of prudence
from a sanltary standpoint, as well as
the part of common decency. to drlnk
no water whlch has not been so treated
ns to render lt more agreeable ancl
freo from even the posslhiltty of caus-
Ing disease. It is strongly to be hopeei
that the promlses that the settllng
basins will bo put ln use durlng August
will not fall us through unexpected
happenlngs. These basins will do a
vast deal to improve the quality of our
water supply, both from a sanltary anel
an e.sthetio standpoint.
"Meanwhlle it ls advlseel either that

household fllters be used or that the
water for drinking and cooklng pur-
pose.s he clarlfled by the use of alum.
.Much misunderstandlng provails re¬
garding the latter method. When prop¬
erly used. no alum whatsoever Is left
ln the treated water. It is not a
questlon whether minute doses of alum
are injurlous or not. The alum is sim¬
ply not there.

For Clenrlns Wnter.
"For those who wlsh to use thls

method. the followlng dlrections are
given: When the water Is very mudtly,
add three gralns of alum to every gal¬
lon of water and mix thoroughly. This
can he done cheaply by maklng a so-
lution of three and a half (3.5) ounces
of alum to a half-gallon bottle of
water. Every teaspoonful of thls con-
talns about three gralns, whlch. as
just mentloned. is the proper amount
to add to a gallon of muddy water ln
order to clear it.
After addlng the alum. in the pro¬

portion of a teaspoonful of thls solu-
tlon to each gallon of water and mlx-
lng thoroughly, contlnue to stir for a
minute or two. This will brlng about
coagulatlon much moro rapidly than lf
the water is allowed to stand stlll. Af¬
ter dolng thls. let tho water stand for
at least twelve hours. Every particle
of mud wlll then be found thrown
down to the hottom of the vessel. whllo
the water ltself wlll be as clear as it
ls posslble for water to be.
"Do not attempt to get qutcker or

better results by addirig more alum
than advisecl above. When tho water
Is not extremely muddy, even less wlll
elo. If more than three gralns is add¬
ed, tlio excess accompllshes nothlng.
besldos whlch there ls great rlsk of
havlng alum remain ln tho clear
water, whlch wlll never occur- if the
above dlrectlons are exactly followed.
Water treated as above adivlsed ls
fully equal to tho best flltered water
and is actually superior to some of the
spring wutors sold to the Rlchmosd
public.

¦food nnd Mllk.
"The lnspeetor of Mllk and Food

Supplies reports a total of 1,040 inspee-
tions by hlmself and his asslstant for
the month. Food supplies amountlng
to S6.064 pounds, of a value of $1,-.,
089.65 were condemneel and destroyed.
Owiug to the hot weather ancl te> the
large amount of pcrlshablo stuff ar-
rivlng in tho clty. dally Inspectlons
wore mado of all flsh houses and com¬
mlsslon houses.
"The Dalry lnspeetor reports a total

of 78 vlsils to dalry farms durlng July.
Of this number 1 permit was suspend¬
ed. The averago scoro of tho 7S places
vlslted and now selllng milk In Rlch¬
mond was 75.3 per cent., thls boing .1
